Washington, March 18.—- With the 
announcement of the ruthless destruc- 
tion of three unarmed American mer- 
chant ships by submarines it was of- 
ficially admitted here toniggt that vir- 
tually a state of war exists between 
the United States and Germany. 

Technically the United States remains 
in a position of armed neutrality. 
Whether this shall be changed before 
Aprit -t6, the date fixed for a special 
session of congress, the war making 
branch of the government, President 
Wilson has not decided.

Nicholas Was Kept ~ 
From K illing Self 
By His Confessor 


Deposed Czar Given Guar- 
antees for Safety of Self 
and Family—Imperial Chil- 
dren Have the Measles. 


Petrograd, March 18.—(Via London.) 
Nicholas Romanoff, as the former em- 
peror now is designated, left with his 
staff today for the personal estates at 
Livadia, on the south coast of the 
Crimea. 


London, March 18.—What most per- 
turbed Emperor Nicholas, says the 
Petrograd correspondent of The 
Times, was that sufficient guarantees 
should be given that his life and those 
of his family be spared. It is said 
he was reassured by General Ruzsky, 
who vouched in the name of the whole 
army under his command, that no 
harm would befall any member of the 
family. 

The first request made by the em- 
peror was that he be allowed to see 
his wife, but this was refused point 
blank. There are reports that he even 
contemplated suicide but eventually 
was induced by his confessor to ac- 
cept his fortunes calmly and submit to 
the inevitable. His last words as em- 
peror are said to have been that he 
had been betrayed by those he trusted 
most.

35TH GERMAN AIRPLANE 
DROPPED BY GUYNEMER 


Paris, March 18.—Captain Guynemer, 
the famous French aviator, brought 
down his thirty-fifth German airplane 
yesterday. The following official 
count of aerial activities was issued 
here today: 

‘Captain Guynemer brought down his 
thirty-fifth enemy machine and Captain 
Doumer his sixth. 
machines, attacked by our pilots, fell 
to the earth,, one north of Werny-en- 
Laonnois, the other east of Roy>. 

“According to information which is 
now at hand, in addition to the nine 
German airplanes which were reported 
had been brought down by us on March 
16, a tenth fell near Chaavonne.”

TURK FORCES 
HARD PRESSED. 


The armies of the Russian Grand 
Duke Nicholas are pressing the Turks 
in the Lake Van and Sivas regions in 
Turkish Armenia and in Persia in op- 
erations which have as their objective 
the cutting off of the Turks who are 
being pressed northward by the Brit- 
ish in Mesopotamia. 

Unofficial reports say the town of 
Van, on the east bank of Lake Van. 
has been captured by the Russians and 
that further gains have been made by 
them in the region of Kermanshah. In 
Mesopotamia the Ottoman forces are 
in full flight in the direction of Samara, 
north of Bagdad, according to the Brit- 
ish war office. 

Several engagements of more or less 
violence have taken place on the front 
in Russia, but no important changes 
in terrain have occurred. In Macedonia 
strong attacKs by the French between 
Lakes Ochrida and Presba have been 
repulsed, according to Berlin, and at- 
tempts by the entente troops to gain 
an advantage north of Monastir also 
failed. Austrian attacks, which met 
with failure, are reported at several] 
points on the Austro-Italian front by 
the Italian war office.

Earlier 
in the evening there had been a dis- 
tinctly pessimistic feeling as to the 
prospect of averting a strike. Up to 
that hour the railroads had refused 
to make the cone sions granted and 
the brotherhoods had stood fast to their 
determination to strike unless they 
won their demands either by the su- 
preme court declaring the Adamson 
law Valid or bv their employers grant- 
ing them the eight-hour day.

FOURTEEN MEN MISSING — 
FROM THE VIGILANCIA; 
SOME FROM MEMPHIS 


The Vigilancia Was Torpe- 
doed Without Warning, 
the Submarine Not Even 
Appearing — The City of 
Memphis Was Sunk by 
Gunfire — The Memphis 
Was Owned by the Ocean 
Steamship Company. 


London, March 18.—The sinking of 


Phis, 
nounced today. Fourteen men from 
the Vigtlancia are missing, as are some 
of the men from the City of Memphis. 
The crew of the Illinois was landed 
safely. 

The City of Memphis, in ballast from 
Cardiff for New York, was sunk by 
a torpedo. The second officer and fif- 
teen men of the crew have been land- 
ed. A patrol boat has gone in ‘search 
of the other members of the crew. 
The Illinois, from London for Port Ar- 
thur, Texas, in ballast, was sunk at 
8 o'clock this morning. 

The Vigilancia was torpedoed with- 
out warning. The submarine did not 
appear. The captain, first and second 
mates, first, second and third engi- 
neers and twenty-three men of the 
crew have been landed at the Scilly 
Islands. The fourth engineer and thir- 
teen men are missing. 

The City of Memphis, which left Car- 
diff Friday in ballast for New York, 
was sunk Saturday when she left port. 
The City of Memphis had the stars and 
stripes painted on both sides. She en- 
countered a submarine about 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening. The German com- 
mander ordered the captain of the 
steamer to leave his ship within fifteen 
minutes. 

The entire crew entered five boats 
and the submarine then fired a tor- 
pedo, which struck the vessel on the 
starboard side, tearing a great hole 
through which the sea poured. The 
steamer settled down quickly and foun- 
dered within a few minutes. 

During the night the boats became 
separated and at 4 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing three crews were picked up 
by a patrol vessel and landed. These 
boats contained thirty-three men, most- 
ly Americans. 

All the officers were Americans. The 
officers believe that the other boats will 
be rescued. 

The following American officers of 
the City of Memphis are known to have 
been landed: Chief Officer C. G. Laird, 
Chief Engineer W. I. Percy, Assistant 
Engineer F. Bevill, Third Engineer W. 
M. Thompson, Third Officer M. Dier- 
land, Wireless Operators J. Welch and 
P. J. Donahue and Electrician Phil- 
lips.

Story of Engineer Thompson, 
Third Engineer Thompson, in an in- 
terview with the Central News, gaid 
that the submarine fired a warning 
shot for the steamer to slow down and 
subsequently signalled for her to stop 
and for the crew to abandon the ship. 
Ten or eleven shells were fired at 
the vessel, which began to sink. Then 
followed a terrific explosion, which 
caused the vessel to tremble all over 
and within twenty minutes she sank, 
stern first. The crew suffered a great 
deal from exposure during the night. 
Thompson said the ship was on 
charter to discharge her cargo at 
Havre..

The 
crew, numbering fifty-seven, took to 
five boats. Three of the boats, with 
thirty-three survivors, were picked up 
by a steamer at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the men have been landed. 

The other boats, with twenty-four 
aboard, are believed to have been pick- 
ed up. The captain was in one of the 
boats. 


CITY OF MEMPHIS 
HAD EXPERIENCED 
MANY ADVENTURES 


New York, March 18.—Forty-eight 
men, who were Americans by birth or 
by naturalization, and nine others, sev- 
eral of whom were believed to be nat- 
uralized Americans, comprised the crew 
of the American freight steamship City 
of Memphis, reported from London to- 
day as having been sunk by shell fire. 
The vessel itself, valued at $600,000, 
had weathered safely many adventures 
in European waters on previous voy- 
ages since the wer began. 

Owned by the Ocean Steamship com- 
pany, commonly known as the Savan- 
nah line, the City of Memphés, of 5,252 
tons gross, sailed from New York Jan- 
uary 23, carrying 9,653 bales of cot- 
ton, valued at $600,0C0. This she de- 
livered at Havre, France, and was on 
way home in ballast when sunk.

out when sunk. The City of Memphis’ 
last voyage to Europe was her tenth 
into the war zone. Exclusive of her 
final trip, she had traveled 79,801 miles 
in taking abroad horses for the Italian 
government, cotton and general mer- 
chandise worth more than _ $6,000,000, 
this figure including the value of the 
last cargo delivered. 

Many Voyages by Memphis. 

Built in Chester, Pa., in 1902, the City 

of Memphis while in the coastwise trade 
in May, 1914, was chartered by the gov- 
ernment during a crisis in the relations 
between the United States and Mexico 
to transport supplies by way of Gal- 
veston to American troops occupying 
Vera Cruz. As she left Boston harbor 
a German freighter fired a salute from 
a brass gun mounted on deck. 
_ Discharged from government service 
in December, 1914, the City of Mem- 
Phis loaded with cotton and started 
for Germany, the second American 
vessel to take a cargo of that char- 
acter to that country. She steamed up 
the Weser river to deliver the merchan- 
dise and her commander was rebuked 
by the authorities for entering a river 
that was mined. Captain Borum re- 
piled he did not know the Weser had 
mines and sailed for America. 

Subsequent voyages took her to 
Italy five times, Rotterdam once and 
France three times. Captain Borum 
was described today by Mr. Pleasants 
as an American skipper without nerves 
and without fear.” While at Spezia, 
Italy, in December, 1915, the ship wa's 
chartered to McAndrew & Forbes, 
Philadelphia, licorice dealers, to go 
to Turkey and bring a cargo of lico- 
rice to Philadelphia.

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SAVANNAH MEN 
IN MEMPHIS CREW 


City Is Stirred by Sinking 
of Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany’s Vessel With Prob- 
able Loss of Life. 


Savannah, Ga., March 18.—News of 
the sinking by a German submarine of 
the Ocean Steamship company’s steam- 
er City of Memphis, numbering many 
Savannahians among her crew, was re- 
ceived with great concern here late tu- 
day. For many hcurvs the newspaper 
offices were stormed with inquiries «* 
to survivors. 

The Vigilancia, also reported sunk, 
was formerly owned by the eWalker- 
Armstrong company of this place, but 
was sold some time ago. 

Officials of the Ocean Steamship 
company here were dependent on in- 
formation furnished by the Associated 
Press dispatches, the headquarters of 
the company at New York not having 
communicated with the representa- 
tives here. 

The tension raised by first reports 
that the loss of life aboard the Mem- 

his had been heavy were relieved by 
ater news that but eight men were 
missing, and hope was expressed by 
relatives and friends of officers and 
crew that these would eventually be 
reported as having arrived ashore 
safely. 

Captain T. H. Laird, father of First 
Officer Laird of the City of Memphis, 
declared that the attack on the ves- 
sel was most unwarranted, because of 
the fact that the Memphis was leaving 
the war zone and carrying nothing but 
coal and ballast. 

Former owners of the Vigilancia 
stated that a new captain had been 
placed aboard the craft by the new 
owners of the ship, the Wells Shipping 
company, registered from Perth Am- 
boy, N. J., with headquarters at New 
York, and that no members of the 
crew hailed from Savannah as far as 
they Knew. On a recent trip to New 
York the old crew, Known here, had 
been replaced with an entirely new 
crew. The ship has changed owners 
twice since last May.

AS FRENCH WIN 


The Premier Leaves Office 

Just as a Great Victory Is 
Gained Over the German 
Invaders. 


Paris, March 18.—Interest in the re- 
treat of the Germans on the Somme 
somewhat diminished interest in the 
cabinet crisis today. Nevertheless, the 
French people are deeply impressed 
with the political changes which are 
occurring. The newspapers comment 
diversely. The independents and gov- 
ernmental organs dwell upon the coin- 
cidence of Premier Briand’s retirement 
with the developments in the military 
operations, that must be regarded as 
the fruits of the patient and persistent 
efforts of the outgoing prime minister, 
while the opposition press is divided 
between a demand for men of greater 
energy and a demand for arbitrators 
who do not pretend to regulate every- 
thing. ™ 

“Aristide Briand leaves power after 
having shouldered the crushing re- 
sponsibility of premier and foreign 
minister for eighteen months,” says 
The Matin. “He retires on the very 
day when the Franco-British armies 
gain a victory rich in consequences be- 
cause it marks the obligation of the 
enemy to renounce all plans of con- 
quest before the superior forces of 
our military organization. Not only 
does he leave France in a military 
situation that justifies the highest 
hopes, but he has by his rare diplo- 
matic qualities assured the country an 
unequalled record in the world.” 

La Liberte, commenting on the “good 
news from the front” points to the 
cabinet crisis as the only discordant 
note and ‘says: 

“It seems impossible for parllament 
to put itself in unison with the na- 
tion. The very day that there ap- 
pear the first signs of deliverance the 
government that prepared that de- 
liverance disappears. Must we sup- 
pose that it would have had better 
chances of remaining in power if our 
affairs had not gone so well?’

The foregoing is a sample selected 


at random from thousands of such 
letters which Secretary of State Phil 
Cook has received since March 1] from 
automobile owners who waited until 
after the time limit of the law before 
ordering their 1917 automobile tags. 

The office force of the secretary of 
state is sending out the tags just as 
fast as they can be got into the mails, 
but there has been such a rush for 
tags since the sheriffs all over the 
state got busy that it has been a 
physical impossibility for the tags to 
be sent out as fast as they gome. 
There have been as many as 16,000 
orders ahead piled up in the office of 
the secretary from people who waited 
until March 1 to order. Orders are 
still) coming in at the rate of more than 
1,000 letters a day, but by working 
until midnight every night Secretary 
Cook is gradually catching up and in 
a short while will have sent out all 
the tags ordered. 

The point is, however, that letters 
like the one quoted above do abso- 
lutely no good, but simply retard the 
work of the office, for these letters 
have to be opened and read just the 
same as the letters containing orders 
and takes up just that much more 
time.

thing that they can do is to wait until 
the letter containing their orders are 
reached.

On Border 


Shown in Letter 


A good picture of the ambulance 
drills, Red Cross work and efficiency 
of American women on the border with 
the troops is presented in the follow- 
ing descriptive letter to The Consti- 
tution. 

The writer, Miss Virginia Gibbs, 1s 
now serving at the camp hospital, and 
is familiar with all the work in that 
capacity. The letter follows: 

Camp Hospital, Dougias, Ariz, 

Editor Constitution: We were all invited 
yesterday to the big ambulance litter drill, 
given by Ambulance company No. 2. The 
Red Cross nurses from our camp and the 
Red Cross chapter .of Douglas, made quite 
an interested audience, and the ambulance 


men did their very best. 

The drill took place just a little ways 
up the camp. Seven targe ambulances 
were in line. Then there were the pack 
mules with the dressing cases strapped to 
their backs. The men brought out the litters 
and the drill they went through was as 
exciting and as interesting as though .they 
really had the wounded men out on the 
field. The soldiers who took the part of 
the “wounded” did as well as the ones 
who were so wonderfully trained in the 
lifting and the carrying. 

In less time than it almost takes to 
write it, a dressing station was established 
—aa tent in place—an improvised operating 
table, sterilized instruments and dressings 
all ready for the wounded who were being 
rapidly brought in from the field. There is

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VOCATIONAL BUREAU 
PROPOSED BY TERRELL 


Committee From the Board of 
Education Will Have Charge 
of This Department. 


Now that the department of educa- 
tion] research of the board of educa- 
tion is about to become a_ real- 
ity through the generosity of Cator 
Woolford, and that it promises to be- 
come one of the most useful features 
of our educational system, the public 
will be interested in knowing who firsts 
Suggested the bureau and what it pro- 
poses to accomplish. 

W. H. Terrell, member of the board of 
education from the first ward, is the 
father of the scheme. On October 16, 
1916, he offered a series of resolutions 
to the board having for their aim the 
following: 

(a) A census of all the children of 
the city between the ages of 6 and 138. 

(b) A bureau of vocational guidance 
for ail children 12 years old and Over. 

(c) The establishing of an industrial 
school for white girls. 

(d) A department of salesmanship in 
the Commercial High school 

(e) The establishment of an employ- 
ment bureau, 

The resolutions were referred to the 
committee on schools and teachers, 
which approved them and !ater referred 
them to a commuttee consisting of 
Messrs. Terrell, Guinn, Landrum and 
Wardlaw, to formulate a general plan 
for their operation. The formulation 
of this plan resulted in the recommen- 
dation for the creation of a bureay of 
educational research and the inelu- 
sion of $4,000 in the annual budget to 
pay expenses of it for the current year. 

Owing to the financial stress of 
the city, however, council was not 
able to include this sum in the budget 
and th@ proposition seemed on the 
point of going ‘by default when, on 
March 9, Mr. Woolford addressed a Jet- 
ter to Major R. J. Guinn, chairman 
ot the board of education, giving his 
hearty approval to the plan and of- 
fering to support it with the neces- 
sary funds for two years, under the 
administration of a committee com- 
posed of Mr. Guinn and two other 
members of the board appointed by 
him. The offer was for $6,000 an- 
nually for two years and included, in 
addition to a bureau of educational 
research, a plan for teaching home and 
school gardening and elementary agri- 
culture,

their political affiliations, are not disposed 
to approve the efforts which have been made 
to inject partisan politics into the federal 
judiciary, and with particular unanimity in- 
dorse the position of the administration in 
refusing to be governed by partisanship 
qualifications in filling the vacancy upon the 
bench of the southern district of Georgia. 

It may be true that federal appointments 
have from time immemorial been regarded 
as personal] political perquisites of senators, 
but the recent wreck of the cloture prece- 
dent demonstrates the necessity for the re- 
tirement of unwise senatorial practices and 
privileges, before the aggression of modern 
reforms. 

The office of United States senator is 
charged with great honors and great respon- 
sibilities, and under present conditions af- 
fords exceptional opportunities for great 
service to che public. 

The position of federal judge is no less 
and its 
duties should be discharged by men of un- 
doubted wisdom, integrity and ability, whose 
appointment should be free from even the 


important in dignity and power, 


suggestion of political or personal parti- 
sanship. 

Indeed, the existence of undue partisan- 
ship or the possession of partisan tendencies 
should be sufficient cause to disqualify the 
applicant from appointment to a bench where 
justice must be evenly and blirdly dispensed 
for the public good. 

If the passage of the bill for an additional] 
judge for the south Georgia district was jus- 
tified; by a necessity for the services of an 
associate judge in that district, the people of 
south Georgia are entitled to the prompt 
appointment of a capable successor to the 
late Judge Lambdin. The department of 
justice has manifested a commendable de- 
sire to satisfy the demands of the situation 
by an immediate appointment, and the sen- 
ators from Georgia will serve neither them- 
selves nor the state by obstructing an ad- 
ministration appointment, effort to 
limit the selection of the judge to a list of 
factional followers. 

The names submitted to the administra- 
tion from the south Georgia bar furnish 
abundant material for a_ non-factional ap- 
pointment which will be satisfactory to the

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GEORGIA'S MARKET BUREAU. 
Under the direction of L. 8. Jackson, an 


expert in salesmanship and saiesmanship 


organization, the newly instituted market 
bureau of the Georgia department of agri- 
culture has been brought to a point of work- 
able organization, and already it has to its 
credit instances in which it has performed 
valuable service to the farmer with prod- 
ucts to sell. 

Mr. Jackson has in process of compila- 
tion a list of merchants and brokers who 
sre in the market for the various commodi- 
ties which comprise the stock in trade of 
the farmer. This list, of course, will be 
added to from time to time as new products 
are offered by the farmers of Georgia and 
as new channels for the sale and consump- 
tion of them are developed. 


A postage | 


stamp will bring this list of buyers to the | 


hands of the farmer, and he can study it, 
open correspondence with the firms and 
men listed, and in this way build up for 
himself a commercial clientele and conduct 


| 
| 
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his business of farming upon a broad, mod- 
ern business basis. 

The bureau, too, will keep on file in 
shape for ready reference a list of diversi- 
fied farm products grown in Georgia and 
of the farmers having them for sale. In 
this way it will be enabled to keep its listed 
buyers posted right up to the minute on the 
stuff that can be bought from the Georgia 
farmers and the names of the farmers pro- 
ducing it. 

Thus the bureau will act as a medium 
through which to bring buyer and seller to- 
gether, without commission or cost of any 
sort to either party to the transaction. 

This is a progressive step, and a step in 
the right direction. It bids fair to provide 
marketing media, the lack of which has been 
a deterrent factor in Georgia agriculture in 
the past, and the farmers of the state will 
do well to avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity. 


HOW GOOD ROADS PAY. 


Conservative estimates place the “net 
profit” accruing to Hardin county, Ken- 
tucky, during the last two years, from its 
forty-mile stretch of the Dixie highway, at 
$500,000 on an original expenditure of 
$50,000! 

Of this amount $21,000 is reckoned as 
having been left in the county by the 84,000 
out-of-state tourists who have motored over 
the highway during the period under con- 
Sideration, and who would not have visited 
the county but for the fact that the highway 
had been made attractive. The rest of the 
profit is attributed to the enhancement in 
value of farm land contiguous to the 
highway. 

“It is an accepted fact,” says an account 
appearing elsewhere in this issue of The 
Constitution, “that every farm in Hardin 
county along the Dixie highway has _ in- 
creased in value over $10 per acre;” and all 
because of the highway. 

“‘No consideration is taken of the saving 
to the farmers in cost of transportation of 
their products to market,’ the report goes 
on to say. “Two years ago it was an all-day 
trip in an automobile from Elizabethtown to 
Louisville, a distance of 45 miles,’’ wheres 
today, in any sort of weather, the trip in- 
volves a matter of only a few hours. 

And this is in Hardin county, Kentucky, 
the largest county traversed by the Dixie 
highway from the'Ohio river to the Florida 
line. In that county there is not a town as 
large 1S Barnesville or Forsyth, nor one-half 
as large as Griffin—the three leading towns 
between Atlanta and Macon. It is a typical 
rural county; and the profit accruing from 
its lap of the highway is fairly and essen. 
tially typical of the value of an improved 
highway strictly to the agricultural inter- 
ests of a community. 

A city location is valuable precisely in 
proportion with the traffic on the street 
fronting it. That is a fundamental rule. 

The same rule is as forcefully applicable 
to rural property values. 

If 100 vehicles of any kind pass over a 
highway in a day the value of the farm 
property fronting on that highway is essen- 
tially and fundamentally more valuable than 
it would be if only ten passed in a day. 
There is no room for argument against that 
principle. 

Therefore, a good highway increases 
farm values in a county because travel 
seeks the good highways. And that is only 
one reason why the highway is of value to 
a county, and the rural land-owners of a 
county, but it is a sufficient one in itself. 

The argument advanced by some of the 
antediluvians that a modern highway con- 
necting two large cities is a convenience 
only for those cities and does not help the 
farm-owners and the property through which 
the highway passes, is so absurd as not to 
require answer. 

Between Atlanta and Macon seven coun- 
ties are either traversed or touched by the 
Dixie highway. Yet during the winter 
months the highway is next to impassable 
to traffic. 

This fact is not to Atlanta’s and Macon’s 
loss alone, but to the vastly greater loss of 
the intervening counties—as Hardin coun- 
ty’s experience proves. 

Therefore, it is about time for these 
counties and the rural interests within them 
to put their shoulders to the wheel, get 
behind and work in ca operation with the 
state and federal road-construction forces, 
put this important stretch of highway in 
good condition and begin realizing “net 
profits” therefrom in proportion with those 
being enjoyed by the progressive Kentucky 
county.

It is a curious thing that a fashion plate 
never shows a woman standing erect. She 
always has one foot trailing to the S. S. W,, 
pelvis, therefore, tilted a little, chest caved 
in, back twisted.

Faulty habits of posture cause the great 
majority of all curvatures of the spine. 

A child sleeping habitually on one side, 
with a large pillow, places the spine in the 
position of curvature, 

Playing the violin, carrying schoolbooks 
to and from school under one arm, sitting at 
4 desk too low or too high (all desks should 
be adjustable to the height of the pupil), 
standing on one leg with the opposite leg

Dixie Highway Nets One Kentucky 
County Half Million in Profits 


Elizabethtown, Ky., March 17.—(Specia: 
Correspondence, )—A return of $500,000 on an 
investment of $50,000 is the answer Hardin 
county can give to other counties along the 


Dixie highway or an -

Hs of through highways pay?” The finan-

orty miles of the Dixie highway through 
the county in that the residents can travel 
in ease and comfort in any weather to mar- 
ket, to church and to amusements with cer- 
tainty that the journey there and back again 
will not be barricaded by mud holes pro- 
duced by a few hours’ rain. 
_ Of the $500,000 of profit from the construc- 
tion of the Dixie highway through the coun- 
ty at least $21,000 is traceable to new money 
left by the tourist. A count was kept of 
the cars bearing license tags of other states 
than that of Kentucky which furnished the 
basis of a conservative estimate that in the 
seven months of the touring season of 1916, 
twenty-one thousand foreign cars traveled 
over the Dixie highway through the county. 
Although each car averaged four tourists, 
making a total of 84,000 visitors, the estimate 
of the money these tourists left in the coun- 
ty has been placed at the small amount of 
twenty-five cents each. The proprietors of 
the hotels and garages of Elizabethtown, 
the county seat, state that this estimate is 
too low. 
Farm Values Increase. 

It is an accepted fact in Hardin county 
that every farm in the county along the 
Dixie highway has increased in value over 
ten dollars per acre. There are approxi- 
mately two hundred and forty farms. which 
have as much as 2,000 feet of frontage on 
the highway on either side. These. farms 
alone will average 200 acres if extended back 
a distance of one mile, and a farm is com- 
paratively located if it.is within the dis- 
tance of two miles of a first-class turnpike, 
so this statement is entirely reasonable. 
Then the increased value of all these farms 


in Hardin county in the last two years is 


more than $480,000. The entire county is 
benefited its proportional part of the increas- 
ed wealth. 

No consideration is taken of the saving 
to the farmers in cost of transportation of 
their products to market. Two years ago it 
was an all-day. trip in an automobile from 
Elizabethtown to uisville, a distance of 
forty-five miles. Neither does it consider 
the increase in real estate values and in busi- 
ness to Elizabethtown. Two years ago Eliz- 


abethtown had one hotel catering only to 
commercial trade. Today there are two ex- 
cellent hostelries doing a flourishing tour- 
ist business and featuring in the balmy days 
of spring, summer and fall, chicken dinners 
which brings thousands of motorists from 
Louisville. The value in dollars and cents 
to Elizabethtown and Hardin county of the 
construction of the Dixie highway does not 
measure the pleasure which the highway af- 
fords in enabling the citizens of the county 
to motor into Louisville and attend the the- 
ater or concert and return the same night, 
which was an impossibility before the high- 
way was constructed. 
Monument to Judge Rider. 
All these benefits were secured by the 
expenditure of $50,000 in the construction 
of forty-four miles of the Dixie highway 
in a period of two years and in co-operating 
with the other counties between Louisville 
and Nashville in the improvement of this 
important division of the highway. 
Just as in business life, these profits did 
accumulate by chance. The people of 
county are giving credit to Judge 
Rider. whose vision of what the Dixie 
would mean, backed up by an in- 
determination to make it come 
Judge Rider sacrificed 
his personal ambition and the good will of 
a number of his constituents in his effort 
to complete the forty-four miles of the Dixie 
highway. _The project was impeded and hin- 
dered by the political enemies of the Present 
administration from the very beginning. Nev- 
ertheless it is now completed and stands as 
a monument to the far-sightedness of Judge 
Rider in Hardin county, as well as in all 
the other counties on the division of which 
he is the president.

Atlanta Federation of Women’s Clubs 
Plays Prominent Part in Civic Matters 


The recent part Atlanta women have tak- 
en in the work for the establishment of a 
headquarters here of the National Red Cross 
society draws attention again to the force 
of the women’s organizations in the city, 
and their factorship in every movement 
where they are called to act. 

The Red Cross movement was launched 
in Atlanta by the City Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs at a meeting held at the chamber 
of commerce last June when the men were 
Planning for their preparedness parade for 
the Fourth of July. The federation was ask- 
ed to join in this*movement, but instead took 
as their part of the preparedness plans the 
campaign for membership in the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross society. Yet com- 
aratively few people know how responsible 
the City Federation really is for the prom- 
ised southeastern division headquarters of 
the Red Cross in the city of Atlanta. 

It is hardly possible that the great suc- 
cess attained in the recent campaign for 
members of the Red Cross would have been 
accomplished except for the organized wom- 
en of the city. 

The federation is continually appealed to 
to aid in public matters, and as continually 
responds, co-operation being the slogan ot 
the entire organization, yet there are indica- 
tions now and then that there is ignorance 
upon the part of individuals about the City 
Federation 2f Women’s Clubs and its mean- 
ing. This misunderstanding or ignorance 
seems to be based upon the meaning of the 
word “club.” 

A Central Body. 

Now the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is a big central organization which 
includes women’s organizations of all kinds, 
whether they are called ‘‘clubs,” “societies,” 
“associations,” groups, classes or Circles, 
there being comparatively few of these or- 


| 


ganizations designated as “clubs,” though the 
whole movement grew out of the Atlanta 
Woman's club, organized twenty-one years 
ago 
<< Atlanta Woman's club, however, 1s 
but a member of the City Federation of 
clubs. Also a member of the Federation 1s 
the Atlanta Arts association, the Drama 
league, the Sheltering Arms society and the 
Free Kindergarten association, and several 
local missionary societies, there being over 
two hundred organizations in the City Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. : 

The very fact that the City Federation 
includes in its organization all phases of 
women’s organizations, it is the logical me- 
dium through which to reach the average 
woman, the one who is not identified with 
more than one organization, or with no or- 
ganization at all, the latter qualification 
making her easy to locate, for such a woman 


is unique. 


Clear Purpose. 

Despite this very clear purpose of organ- 

ization. and the continued proof of the City 
Federation that it stands to unite the inter- 
est of all w en, there were those individu- 
als who seei the activity of the federation 
leaders in Red Cross work, would remark 
ignorantly, that they could not work in the 
fed Cross campaign or belong to it because 
they were not “club women.” Just what 
these people mean nobody can quite under- 
stand, in view of what the federation stands 
for. They are, to say the least, egregious- 
ly misinformed. 
As the City Federation is destined to con- 
tinue to do more than its part in the devel- 
opment of all good public movements, wheth- 
er local or of national import, it can not be 
amiss to make these few statements, and to 
point to the recent work of the City Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs for the Red Cross 
campaign, as a shining example of the value 
and factorship of the federation as a pub- 
lic institution. ia 


“The Kind of Crops J We Are Reaping” 
Discussed by Dr. Henry A. Porter 


“The Kind of Crops We Are Reaping” was 
the subject in the last of a series on “The_ 
Young Man and City Life,’’ delivered last 
night by Dr. Henry Alford Porter, pastor of 
the Second Baptist church. 

His text was Galatians 6:7, “Be not de- 
cieved; God is not mocked; for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also reap.” 

Following is, in brief, what he said: 

“What child does not know that there is 
a vital relation between the seed that is now 
being sown and the crop that will be reaped 
at the harvest time? The law of harvest is 
the same in the moral realm as in the ma- 
terial. Men seem to neglect this great truth, 
and forget that the law is just as operative 
in the spiritual world as in the natural world. 
The law is unchangeable; the reaping is in- 
evitable. Be not deceived. There are two 
laws here—the law of quality and the law 
of quantity. 

The Law of Quality. 

“*Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap.’ Men reap what they sow; not 
something clse. The harvest will match 


the seed. If he sows wheat he shall gather 
wheat. [If he sows barley or oats, the har- 
vest will be of the same kind. Sow good- 
ness and you reap’ goodness; sow evil and 
you reap evil. 

‘There is a sunlit side to this 
Be not deceived, Christian worker. God is 
not mocked. The reaping time is sure. The 
seed sown by your faithful work will blos- 
som into fruitage some day. Be not de- 
ceived, father, mother. No one can forecast 
the after effect on the precept and example 
which perchance seem scorned and wasted 
now. Let us not grow weary. That sacred 
seed which we plant in weakness, and water

with our tears, God shall raise in power and 
glory by and Dy. 

“But Paul dwells chiefly on the midnight 
side. Sin is the seed of which punishment 
is the bitter tree. Be not deceived by any- 
one in this serious/ affair of life. You can 
see for yourself the effect of bad Seed sow- 
ing in life everywhere, and the reaping sure. 
Some of you men with gray hairs—you could 
tell us of seed that you had sown, and you 
thought vou would never reap it, but you are 
reaping now some of you, reaping now. 


The Law of Quantity. . 


“Men reap more than they sow. You sow 
a quart and reap a bushel. You sow a seed 
and reap a_ thousand. ‘They have sowed 
the wind,’ said the prophet, ‘and they reap 
the whirlwind.’ Said a president of the Ken- 
tucky School of Medicine to the graduating 
class: ‘Early in your practice you will find 
that a young man can sow the seed of dis- 
ease in one night’s dissipation that in your 
lifetime of practice you cannot drive out of 
his body, therefore, speak boldly on this 
question to all young men of your acquaint- 
ance.’ 

“‘One man sows, and another reaps.’ A 
man does not reap his bad crop alone. It 
would be bad enough if he did. But there 
are friends and relatives—little children, the 
wife of his bosom, an old gray-haired mother 
or old father who reaps with us. Not only 
will the sinner himself reap, but those he 
loves will reap also. 

“Is there any hope? 
Yes. That is why I am here, and why I 
preach, The little day of life is quickly 
dying. Soon will come the night when life’s 
fitful fever will be over. By all that vou 
hold dear, by the memories of your beloved 
dead, by the immortal life within you, I be- 
seech you this day, this moment to cry out 
for mercy and forgiveness, for it is a fearfu] 
thing for an unrepentant soul to fall into the 
hands of the living God—a God who is not 
mocked, and whose law is this, that ‘Wnat- 
soever a man soeth that shall he also reap.’ ”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Children’s Night Dress. 

Should children sleep in the sante under- 
clothing they wear in the daytime’? Should 
we use water out of the hot water tank for 
cooking and drinking? (A. 1. R.) : 

ANSWER—1. By no means. It is good 
for children, as it is for adults, to take an 
air bath night and morning. The human 
epidermis doesn't get a fighting chance, 
smothered with clothing all the time. No 
wonder it is so often diseased. Hy gieni- 
cally the water from the tank is just as good 
as that from the cold water tap. 


Depilatory. — 

Please advise whether a mixture or paste 
miade with equal parts of cornstarch, water 
and barium sulphide would be a harmless 
depilatory. I am told that removal of hair 
from the armpits is harmful. Also that stop- 
ping perspiration in the armpits is danger- 
ous to the health. (E. H.) . 

ANSWER—tThe barium. paste (with less 
water, just enough to make a sticky paste) 
would be as harmless as any depilatory and 
as efficient. Of course it will not destroy 
hair—no depilatory will do that—but merely 
dissolve off the surface hair, with the same 
effect as the razor. A safety razor is con- 
venient for those who wish to remove hair 
from the armpits. A razor never irritates, 
and a depilatory often does. 2. There is no 
objection to removing hair or to stopping 
excessive perspiration from the axillary 
space, provided no local irritation is pro- 
duced by the agents employed.

I went to six 
places before I found it. To my amazement 
I found each place packed to the limit with 
men, women and children, negro cooks and 
draymen, butlers, etc., each one taking not 
what they wanted, but what they could get; 
as at that late hour it was Hobson's choice. 
Conspicuous in this throng were many of the 
most. prominent housekeepers of the city, 
leaders in various clubs and other enter- 
prises, and I could but wonder if this was a 
regular habit, or if they had been caught 
unawares. It goes without printing that 
they would have fared a whole lot better 
earlier in the day. It needs no argument to 
prove that this is the sensible thing to do—~ 
buy early. 


But there is another and an éven better 
reason still. Get in your mind’s eye a picture 
7 the tired and weary salespeople, who have 
been from early morning hard at it, only to 
find the closing hours of the day end in a 
perfect delirium of trade, the results of which 
do not abate until far into the night. After 
a sale is made and the purchaser goes on his 
way, the article must be wrappe reported, 
registered, marked and delivered... Now every 
customer, perhaps, has a favorite clerk, and 
refuses to trade with anybody but Miss 
Smith or Mr. Jones. If there is an over- 
charge or a light weight, you go to them. 
If the steak is tough or the tomatoes spoiled, 
you go to them. If the hen is too ripe or 
the oranges not ripe enough, you go to them 
with your complaint, and they do their best 
to set it right. And this goes on from morn- 
ing until night, causing ceaseless worry and 
annoyance, with never a complaint. You feel 
that they are your friends—is it not so? And 
yet what do you give in return? Little nag- 
ging talks all day on the telephone, ordering 
fifteen cents worth of this and next delivery 
ordering thirty-five cents worth of that, and 
winding up Saturday afternoon with a great 
budget of left-overs. 


The High Cost of Living. 


This is a hackneyed theme, but pe 
the various discussions will do coset ia ae 
end. By far the best remedy that has been 
euggested is for every lady to take her bas- 
ket early in the morning and get her sup- 
plies for the day, and thus avoid the waste 
of careless servants.

Those tired workers 
who are so rushed every Saturday night, do 
you suppose they go to church and Sanday 
school? Do they feel like getting up early 
and Sig He about, enjoying themselves? 
No, they haven't got anything fixed for Sun- 
day and they are too tired to listen to a 
sermon anyhow, and so they just lounge 
around and miss all the real enjoyment of 
the day. Now what can I do about it? Lig- 
ten: I know a small, well-regulated family 
where the mistress sits down every Friday 
and writes down every possible thine she 
could want before Monday, counting always 
the unexnected guest who is likely to arrive. 
Everything that can possibly be bought Fri- 
day is laid in then, with sometimes a few 
little left-overs for the first delivery Satur- 
day morning. Provision ts always made for 
company, so there is never any é¢mbarrass- 
ment. 

This is a popular family and frequently 
invited out to Sunday dinner. Monday morn- 
ing comes with all its flurry and instead of 
keeping the wires hot telling the butcher 
that his meat “ain’t come yet,” our careful 
housekeeper simply opens her ice box and 
her cake box and there is Mia om ready 
to the queen’s taste, and the hard part of 
the work is gone without a struggle. If 
we would all imitate this successful and ex- 
perienced housekeeper, life would be a dif- 
ferent thing to the thousands of employees 
of the retail grocers and butchers of Atlanta, 
Let’s try it! 

Marking Streets and Houses. 

Another thing that makes life hard in 
Atlanta for the visitor as well as the delivery 
boy is the fact that our streets are unmarked 
and our system of numbering houses so ab- 
surd that it is not a system. Ask any house- 
holder how many times a day her belli ig 
rung asking direction to such a street or 
such a number. It is surprising. Think of 
the lost motion and the lost time and the 
lost temper. One of the best things Dr. J. 
Sprole Lyons ever said was once he was 
making a speech about Atlanta.

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TWO TRAINMEN WOUNDED 
FIGHTING A NEGRO HOBO 


| 

A. C. L. Fireman at Point of 

Death and Conductor 
Badly Hurt. 


Waycross, Ga., March 18.—(Special.) 
J. L. Singletary, Atlantic Coast line 
flagman, is at the point of death ata 
Waycross hospital, and J. Mark Parker, 
conductor, of Thomasville, is suffering 
from serious scalp wounds and bruises 
as the result of an attack made on the 
men by a negro hobo Saturday night 
on an extra freight train a few miles 
south of DuPont, on the High Springs 
branch of the Coast line. 

Officers of several counties and spe- 
cial agents of the railroad spent today 
searching a wide section of the country 
in an effort to locate the negro, of 
whom a fairly good description has been 
secured. The injured men were rushed 
here on a special early today. Single- 
tary was shot through both lungs and 
right side. Parker was badly beaten 
over the head in his encounter with 
the negro, who is said to have jumped 
from the moving train near Cransfords 
Crossing, not far from Haylow. 

Desperate Fight on Car. 

Details of the attack the negro made 
on the trainmen indicate that the fight 
Conductor Parker had with the negro 
was one bordering on the spectacular. 
The flagman encountered the hobo 
three cars from the caboose. With 
virtually no warning, the negro drew 
his pistol and fired, Singletary being 
on an empty flat at the time. The ne- 
gro rifled the flagman's pockets, taking 
all the money in them and a gold watch 
and chain. Conductor Parker, hearing 
the commotion, rushed to the scene of 
the trouble, which, owing to the inky 
darkness, he was unable to locate def- 
initely at firat. The negro fired twice 
at the conductor and then used the 
butt end of the pistol in an attempt to 
kill him. 

Parker and the hobo fought for a dis- 
tance of eight miles, during which time 
the conductor was once thrown over 
the side of the car, only saving his life 
by catching a lumber standard as he 
went over the side of the car. He héld 
by one hand until he was able to crawl 
back to renew the fight with the negro. 
Loses of blood and the severe blows 
dealt. him in the head almost rendered 
Parker unconscious and he was unable 
when the negro jumped to crawl back to 
the cab. He managed to get to the 
end of the flat, and by using his pocket- 
knife he cut the air hose, which brought 
the train to a stop. 


Posse Hunts Negro. 


The engineer came back to see where 
the trouble was when there was no evi- 
dence of life from the cab. On the flat 
the flagman and conductor were found, 
and as rapidly as possible a special was 
made and rushed here with the men. 

Special Agent Renley went to the 
scene of the trouble during the night 
and took charge of the search through 
lower Clinch and Echols counties. 

Atlantic Coast line officers here to- 
night were without reports of the 
search for the negro. It is believed the 
negro for whom the officers are hunt- 
ing is the one who killed a woman 
near Haylow two weeks ago.

LITHONIA TRADE BOARD 
- PLANNING BIG: THINGS 


Fine Site and Local Capital Is 
Pledged for Knitting 
Mill. 


Lithonia, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)— 
The Lithonia Board of Trade is awak- 
ening the people of this section to the 
surprising resources of the town which 
heretofore have been sadly neglected. 

At a meeting of the board this wsek 


plans were laid for an active campaign 
for improving, building up and beauti- 


fying the city. 

The first of these moves will be to 
persuade outside capital to locate a 
knitting mill in the city. For this pur- 
pose local capital has been pledged and 


a free site provided for. Invitations to 
manufacturers to build will be at once 
extended. 

At this meeting also a committee of 
six, consisting oO B. Norton, G. M. 
Johnson, J. K. Davidson, W. R. Wat- 
son, W. H. Hollingsworth and Editor 
W. J. Clarke, was appointed to urge a 
new and more commodious depot for 
Lithonia. The committee will confer 
with President Wickersham, of the 
Georgia railroad. 

Executive, publicity, auditing, resolu- 
tions and civic beauty committees were 
also appointed, with instructions to be- 
gin work immediately and report prog- 
ress at a meeting of the board called 
to meet at 7:30 p. m. Monday. 

Lithonia is the center of the granite 
industry of the south, and probably 
more money is paid for labor here than 
in any other town of equal size in the 
state. With a population of less than 
3,000, her payroll amounts to about 
$50,000 per month, and during the sum- 
mer, under contracts already obtained, 
this amount will be nearly, if not quite. 
doubled. The labor population is organ- 
ized and under a 5-year contract. The 
seventeen quarry operators have signed 
for not less than $4 per day for stone 
cutters, which relieves all apprehension 
of labor troubles. 

Within a radius of five miles of Li- 
thonia there are five great mountains 
of granite, with additional thousands of 
acres of merchantable stone outcrop- 
ping from the soil. 

It was at Lithonia that the present 
scientific method of quarrying stone as 
now practiced all over the world, was 
discovered. Before the discovery of 
methods of “raising’ granite quarrying 
was only from natural ledges, which 
stone is always inferior. But now the 
most intractable granite, before that 
time unavailable and valueless, is at- 
tacked and worked up in any desired 
size and length as easily as south Geor- 
gia pine at a saw mill.

Fort Oglethorpe, will be transferred 
from the Philadelphia navy yards by 
way of Charleston. They will be car- 
ried to Charleston aboard warships 
and will be carried by special train 
from that city to the two government 
stations. 

The transfer of the prisoners will be 
made the latter part of the week, ac- 
cording to advices from Philadelphia, 
where they are now confined under 
heavy guard. They should reach Geor- 
gia three days after leaving Phila- 
delphia., 

The interned vessels, the Prinz Eitel 
Frederick and the Kron Prinz Cecelie, 
will be kept at the Philadelphia yards, 
the guard being doubled there.

German sea warfare may fairly be 


stated, however. to have surpassed 
even the most pessimistic forecasts 
here. That she actually means to send 
every vessel to the bottom ‘hat dares 
to venture within her forbidden zones 
is now accepted as a fact. Neutral, pas- 
senger and Relgian and relief ships ap- 
pear to be all in the same category. 

With the virtual certainty tiuat this 
country wiii become involved in hos- 
tilitics with Germany, even if only for 
the keeping open of the sea lanes to 
furope, officials are closely scanning 
the news from the various war fronts. 
An advance on the west front or in 
Mesopotamia is now studied with the 
keen eagerness born of a realization 
that it may have a direct effect on 
America’s future history. 

The kaleidoscopic developments of the 
last few weeks’ history have been fol- 
lowed most keenly. The apparent 
crumbling of Turkish power in Mesopo- 
tamia and Persia as shown in the cap- 
ture of Van today by the Russians, 
following the fall of Bagdad to the 
British, the unexpected sweeping for- 
ward of both ®ritish and French in 
a wide swath on the west front, the 
pro-war revolution in Russia, threats of 
internal trouble in Germany and China’s 
have served to 
convince many observers that the be- 
ginning of the end is near. 

The German retreat in France is not 
yet accepted as more than strategic, 
however. The Russian revolution, too, 
is admitted to hold ossibilities of 
counter revolution whiten will greatly 
cripple military efficiency, and in some 
quarters it is held confidently that Ger- 
many still has strength for another 
great offensive.

OF LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


Chief Issue Involved Is 
Whether Will of People 
Is to Prevail, Asserts For- 
mer Governor of Indiana. 


In an earnest address that. evidently 
made a deep impression on his hearers, 
former Governor J. Frank Hanly, of 
Indiana, declared at the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle last night that the chief issue 
involved in the nation-wide fight on 
the liquor traffic was whether the will 
of the people was to prevail, whether 
their right to make that will effectual 
in legislation or constitutional amend- 
ments was to endure. 

The speaker referred to a statement 
of former President Taft, questioning 
the expediency of an amendment to the 
federal constitution prohibiting the 
liquor traffic on the ground that it 
could not be enforced, and asserted that 
the crux of the whole matter lay in 
that whether the people should rule 
or whether their will should be flouted 
and defied by a lawless traffic, hos- 
tile to government and owning no al- 
legiance to any flag. 

Issue of Human Slavery. 

Governor Huanly said that only one 
great issue could be settled by one gen- 
eration, and that the men of that gen- 
eration seemed to exhaust itself in the 
settlement. One hundred and _$ forty 
yeurs ago our fathers settled the great 
issue whether America should be free 
or subject to kings, but they- sailed to 
attack the issue of human slavery, and 
gave it the sanction of the constitu- 
tion which they framed. 

“They were sowing the \@nd,” 
tinued, “and their childr @ reaped the 
whirlwind in the fearful 1 q@<es in blood 
and treasure of four long fears of ciVvi 
war. But the generation that settled 
this second great issue overlooked an 
even greater issue than that of  cnattel 
slavery and made the federal govern- 
ment a partner in the iniquitous liquor

The speaker cited the case of a nu1p- 
ber of cities to show that more far- 
reaching and vital than its effect on 
the individual was the evil. effect of 
the liquor traffic in dissolving yovern- 
ment It had actually succeeded in dis- 
solving the government of Terre Haute, 
Ind., a city of 70,000 people, he said, 
when it placed the mayor, the munici- 
pal court judge, the judge of the cir- 
cuit court, the city comptroller and the 
chief of police, with 118 others. bchind 
the bars of the federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth. 

The end was coming, he concluded, 
in a federal amendment that would for- 
ever bar the liquor traffic from any 
soil over which Old Glory waved. 

Incidentally, the speaker declared 
that he believed it inevitable that the 
United States, in the world-wide strug- 
gle between autocracy and democracy, 
should find itself involved and be com- 
pelled to enter the war. 

The address was in the interest of 
the Flying Squadron, of which the for- 
mer governor is executive chairman, 
and a collection was taken up at the 
conclusion for the current expenses of 
this corporation devoted to the diff.1s- 
ing of information about the liquor 
traffic.

PRISON CHANGES SHOWN 


Authorities Trying to Aid Men 
Now, Says Mrs. Booth. 


Impressing upon her hearers the fact 
that the prison is no longer a grim 
punitive institution, essentially cruel 
and unsympathetic, but is now an in- 
stitution provided by the state to care 
for those who have not been able to 
care for themselves, Mrs. Maud Balling- 
ton Booth, designated as “The Little 
Mother of the Prison World,” in speak- 
ing Sunday night at the North Avenue 
Presbyterian church, urged that a more 
Sympathetic attitude be taken toward 
prison reform work, and that the pub- 
lic give hearty co-operation to the 
prison authorities who are today try- 
ing to aid the prisoners. 

“In the pioneer days of my work 
among prisoners and their families ‘I 
found much that was heart-breaking 
and terrifying,” said Mrs. Booth. “TI 
found that within the prison walls there 
was a world about which the outside 
world knew little, and that that world 
was dark and fille2 with darkened and 
hopeless lives. 

“For twenty-two years I have been 
working in prisons and on the outside, 
and during that period I thank God 
that I have seen wonderful changes. 
Some have undertaken to criticise the 


old Bible and wished to remove from 
its chronicles fhe stories of the mira- 
cles, but I see no reason why such 
should be the case, why the -Divine 
Hand cannot. today open the eyes of 
the blind, unstop the ears of the deaf, 
and lift those blasted and broken lives, 
dead in darkness_and hopelessness, so 
that they can arise into new and beau- 
tiful lives. The greatest miracles ever 
wrought by the Hafhd Divine are being 
wrought today.” 

Mrs. Booth said that there are all 
schemes started in 
the world today, and that there is some 
good in them all, but that there is al- 
ways a sign of danger and failure un- 
less there is a realization that there 
must be in the work force and power 
from God and a true reformation of 
heart. Those to be helped must be 
taught that there is something above 
and beyond to strengthen and uplift 
them. 

“T can see today a deeper sympathy 
and a wider Sn said she. “The 
attitude of society is changing. There 
is left little of the criticism of the 


older brother, who was not willing to! 


welcome the returned prodigal. There 
is a fuller understanding of the fact 
that the prison is a stepping stone by 
which the poor, blighted lives of the 
unfortunate may rise to higher planes.
